Senator Edmunds has written a. loiter 


:o at least one of the delegates chosen to 
represent Vermont at tbe National con- 
vention at St. Louis, in which ho virtu- 
ally expresses disgnst at tho action of 
the Green Mountain voters in taking a 
stand which makes it practically impera- 
tive that their delegates vote far MoKin- 
ley at St. Louis. The .mlspive was, writ- 
ten about a week ago to Col. Edward C. 
Smith, of St. Albans, president ot tho

Col. Smltb says the main part of tbe 


letter was about a personal railroad mat- 
ter between himself and tho Senator, bnt 
that the allusion to the State's attitude 
on tbe Presidential matter was contained 
In a few lines at the end.

treatment for his cure and the tragedies 
enacted at Snlem were ngiilast bis coun- 
sel Ihr outbreak of ihe cruzc at Salem 
occurred in 1GQ2 and the social condi- 
tions In the tow n were ripe for it the 
people being divided usatust each otbcr 
by long standing and bitter fued*

home of Rev Samuel Paris

two West Indian servants and from Lheee
